1. James W Mben, a resident of Eden Prairie, M nnesota, was
admtted to the practice of lawin the State of M nnesota in 1984.
He was enpl oyed by Katun Corporation as an in-house attorney from
May 11, 1990 to June 4, 2003. Between June 1994 and June 4, 2003,
Moen served as Katun’s General Counsel and held the position of
Vi ce President. As such, he was aware of various statutes and
Katun policies prohibiting the unlawful use of other conpanies’
protected conpetitive information.

2. Begi nning prior to March 1997 and continui ng until about
m d- 2001, Katun Corporation’s travel departnment enployees nade
donmestic airline reservations and purchased round trip business
airline tickets for Katun enpl oyees by usi ng a dedi cat ed phone |i ne
conputer reservation system all via interstate comerce.

COUNT 1
(Wre Fraud)

3. Bet ween March 1997 and February 2000, in the State and

District of Mnnesota and el sewhere, the defendant,

ai ded and abetted by others, did knowi ngly and i ntentional |y engage
in a schene to defraud various airlines and obtain noney and
property by means of false and fraudul ent pretenses, by using
airline tickets purchased by his enployer, Katun Corporation, for
busi ness travel, which allowed defendant to travel on a reduced
fare, extended stay ticket, when, in fact, defendant never intended
to engage in return travel on the dates ticketed, and did not
travel on those dates, but instead returned on earlier dates than
ticketed with the intent to defraud the airlines out of the
increase fare that would have been incurred for the actual travel
dat es.

4. On or about January 14, 2000, for the purpose of
executing the above-descri bed schene and artifice to defraud and
obtain noney and property by neans of false and fraudul ent
pretenses, the defendant, aided and abetted by others, did
knowi ngly cause to be transmtted by nmeans of w re conmunications
in interstate comrerce certain witings, signals, pictures, and
sounds, that is, the reservation and purchase of a Delta Airlines
ticket for defendant to engage in round-trip business travel
between M nneapolis, Mnnesota and Atlanta, GCeorgia, involving
travel to Atlanta on February 5, 2000 and a supposed return trip to
M nneapolis on February 15, 2000, when in truth, defendant always

intended to return to M nneapolis on or about February 9, 2000 and



did return on that date, costing Delta Airlines approximtely $900
in |lost revenue.

Al'l in violation of Title 18, United States Code, Sections
1343 and 2.

COUNT 2
(Fraud in Connection with Conputers)

5. From in or about Septenber 2002 to in or about March
2003, in the State and District of Mnnesota and el sewhere, the

di d knowi ngly ai d and abet others to access the password protect ed,
secure conputer websites of other business entities, such as Canon
US A, Inc., and R coh Corporation, wthout authorization and did
t hereby obtain confidential, protected conpetitive information from
protected conputers where the conduct involved interstate and
forei gn conmmunication and the unauthorized access offenses were
commtted for purposes of commercial advantage.

Al'l in violation of Title 18, United States Code, Sections
1030(a)(2)(C), and 1030(c)(2)(B)(i), and Section 2.
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
